A message from the Governor, by Mr. Blount, his private 
Secretary: 
Which was read, and is as follows: 


Fellow-Citizens of the Senate, _ 
and of the House of Representatives. 


IN the dispensation of Divine Providence, we 
have again been permitted to meet in General As- 
sembly, to consult and promote the important in- 
terests of our constituents, a duty highly responsi- 
ble, and one which demands the exercise of the 
best energies of the mind. 

It is believed however, that the maturity to 
which our. system of law has happily advanced, 
will render unnecessary, any. very arduous delibe- 
rations at the present session.—But, should it ap- . 
pear to the Genera] Assembly, from the practical 
‘operation of our statutes, on the various subjects. 
to which they apply, that they require amend- 
ments, it would be desirable, that those amend- 
ments should not be incorporated in the Revised 
Code; as alterations and additions would not only 
retard the publication of that work, and render 
more distant the period of its distribution ; but 
would swell the book itself to such a size, as would 
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render it unwieldy, and not conveniently porta- ` 
ble. Owing to the many unavoidable delays to 
which it has already been subjected, only about 
four hundred and sixty pages have as yet been 
printed, and it is calculated that the whole work 
including the appendix, will form a volume of not 
less than eight hundred pages, so that it is impos-_ 
sible to form an accurate opinion, as to the time 
when it will be completed, and ready for distribu- 
tion. The report of the Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts will exhibit the present condition of the re- 
venue.——it appears that the receipts into the Trea- 
sury, from the first day of November, 4822, to the 
present time amount to the sum of fifty-four thou- 
sand four hundred and six dollars and fifty four. 
cents; and the Warrants issued by the Auditor, 
including the disbursements from the Treasury, 
during the same period, amount to the sum of fifty 
six thousand two hundred and seventeen dollars, 
and seventeen cents; to which,if we add the deficit 
in the Treasury on the thirty-first of October 1822, 
amounting to eight thousand and thirty five dol- 
lars, and forty nine cents, it will make sixty-four 
thousand two hundred and fifty-two dollars and 
sixty-six cents; which exhibits a deficit in the 
Treasury, at this time, of nine thousand eight hun- 
dred and forty-six dollars and twelve cents. ` 

it remains a subject for the exercise of the wis- 
. dom of the legislature, whether this deficit is to be 
made up by augmenting.the taxes, by selecting 
new subjects of taxation—or by a loan. | 

in compliance with an act of the General As- 
sembly, approved November 2sth, 4824, in rela- 
ticnto a township, or thirty-six sections of land, 
within the tract ef country lately ceded by the 
Choctaw Indians to the United States, granted by 
Congress to this state, for the support ofa Semin- 
ary, or Semiuaries of learning within the same, I 
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addressed. the Secretary of the Treasury of the U. . 
States, üp the subject, afid obtained bis approba- 
tion, to’ effectiidte the object contemplated by the 
aforesaid’ act of November, 1821.—In pursuance , 
of which two persons were appointed to examine ` 
the lands that were then surveyed, in the late 
Choctaw Cession, and to select such sections with- 
in the same, intracts, of not less than four sections 
each, as would be most valuable to the institution, 
intended by Congressto be benefited by the grant, 
which having been performed, seven of those selec- 
tions, containing twenty eight sections, have been 
reported to the Secretary of the Treasury for his 
sanction, and location; leaving theother two tracts, 
of fotr sections each, until.it could be ascertained, 
whether more advantageous tracts could not be 
found in that portion of the Choctaw Cession, 
which was at that time unsurveyed; but the sur- 
veys of which, if is expected, will soon be made— 
'To the communication, made to the Secretary of 
the Treisury, reqitesting his sanction to the selec- 
tions made, no answer has yet been received—this - 
delay is betle¥ed td bè owing to his late indispo- 
sition.—Should I receive an answer during the ` 
present sesioni ‘ofthe Legislature, I will imme- 
diately communicate its contents, in order that 
such measures may be adopted, in relation there- 
to, as may be deemed expedient. So 
_I would respectfully suggest to the General As- 
sembly, the propriety of a memorial to Congress, 
requesting an authority to sell such portions of the 
aforesaid lands, as ‘thay be deemed expedient by 
the Legislature: this: measure would seem to be 
necessary, as it is believed that some of thetracis, ` 
selected for location, afford eligible sites for towns 
and ferries; and the purchasers of town lots would 
much prefer a fee-simple estate in their lots to a 
term of years, however long such term might be 
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better price for their lots. st 

In conformity with the provisions of a resolu- 
tion of the General Assembly, approved. on the _ 
29th of June, 1822, authorising the Governor to 
procurc at the expence of the state, ‘an elegant 
copy of the Encyclopedia, to be presented to Geo. 
Poindexter, late Governor of this state,” I have 
caused the same to be procured and presented a- 
greeably to the intention of the General Assembiy. 
The execution of this work having been perform- 
edin the United States, affords a handsome speci- 
men of the great perfection, to which the improve- 
ment of the fine aris has arrived in our country; 
and at the same time, reflects great honor on -the 
state, for having thus rewarded the disinterested 
services of a man, who hadso arduously laboured ` 
with indefatigable zeal, in revising and consoli- 
dating the scattered laws of the state. 

It is, in my estimation, a matter of great impor- 
tance tothe interest of the state, that a read should 
be opened from Columbus, in the nearest practica- 
ble way, by the town of Jackson to Natchez.— 
The Seat of Government should surely be’ tie . 
great point, through which the principal Mail 
route, as well as travellers of every description, 
might pass, in going through the state. From the 
local situation of Jackson, it would seem to be 
the focus, through which the principal roads, and 
more especially the road from Huntsville, by Co- 
lumbus, to Natchez, should pass. It would also 
seam, that the road from Colambus to Jackson, 
should cress Pearl River, as near to Jackson, as 
a place can be found on the river, suitable for a 
ferry; while the nearest road from Columbus to 
Jackson, at this time, crosses that river at least 
forty miles above Jackson. ‘Chis must make a. 
considerable angie in the road, and greatly length- 
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‘en its distance. Tt would also be equally Wesira- 
ble to have aroad opened from Winchester, in the 
county of Wayne, to Jackson. This would re- 
‘eve the people travelling from that part of the 
state, from the hardship, fatigue, and extreme ex- 
posure of travelling unfrequented paths, through 
an unsettled country, to the Seat of Government. 
But, as the Legislature of this state has not the 
right to open roads, through the Indian Territory, 
I would respectfully suggest the propriety of send- 
ing on a Memorial to Congress, earnestly request- 
ing their attention to this subject. 

I would also suggest the propriety of incorpo- 
rating in the same memorial, or a separate one, & 
request that Congress would authorise the Legis- 
lature, to apply the THREE PER CENT FUND, to 
which the state’is entitled on the nett proceeds of 
the sale of public lands, towards opening the navi- 

gation of our several navigable rivers within the 
state, inlieu of applying it to opening roads through 
the same. ; 
_ he contingent expences of the Executive De- 
partment, from the first day of January last, up to 
‘the present time, amount to $1414 103 cents; 
‘Teaving a surplus of the appropriation, for that 
„object, pf, 8385 89% cents; which, after deduct- 
ing some payments, made in behalf of the State to 
‘objects net properly chargeable.on the contingent 
fund, will be transferred to the general account of 
the Treasury; an account of which, together with . 
the payments madetoother objects abeve alluded to, 
will be made the subject of another communication. 

The great interest which seems to have been 
excited, and the persevering efforts which have 
been made by several of the elder States of the 
Union, “in relation to the appropriation of a por- 
tion of the public lands of tbe United States, as 
means of creating a fund for promoting Education;

and‘to the right of the several States of the Union, 
to a part of ike isame for that purpose,” leave but 
listis room to doabt, that they will renew their ap- 
plication on that subject to Congress, during their 
present session. 

i would again request the attention of the Gen- 
eral Assembly’ to this subject, and respectfully 
recommend a rpmonstrance e. gainst a measure so 
fraught with in.quality and i injustice. In my mes- 
sage to ibe £ Jeneral Assembly, on the commence-’ 
ment of their seysion in June, 1822, I thought pro- 
per to communicate the sentiments, which, f had 
formed on mature consideration, on this subject. 
To that commu nication, together with the docu- 
ments accomp: anying the same, for your further 
iuformation, in rel ation thereto, I have now to re- 
fer vor 

With a sincere hope, fellow- citizens, that har- 
mony, and a spirit of mutual forbearance will 
characterize your deliberations, and that as early 
as its importance will permit, public business will 
be despatched, L tender vou the assurance of my 
cordial co-cperation, in all measures calculated te 
promote the welfare of the State.

To the House of Representatives: 

I herewith transmit a list of Executive appointments made

Soon after the contract, the un- 
dertaker commenced the work, and progressed well until the 
fresh and storm, which tended greatly to procrastinate his 
proceedings. We have however the pleasure to state to you, 

_that the work is completed according to contract, as by infor- 
“mation this day reveived from the undertaker, with notice 
requesting a committee to go forward, view and receive the 
work. We have algo been informed by gentlemen of high 
Yespectability, who have navigated the river, that the in- 
provement is great, and believed by those who are acquainted 
with the circumstance, that the mdertaker bas truly, fanly 
and justly earned the money he was to receive. We deem it 
proper to remark on our part, that we have paid the first, se- 
cond and third instalments, as stipulated in the contract, 
amounting to two thousand dollars, aud bold the fourth pay- 
ment ready to be paid on the recejpt of such information as 
we may deem proper to justify it. We further state, that we 
have this day offered the remaining part of the river from the 
upper end of the Upper Raftto the line of demarkation, includ- 
ing the distance contemplated by law, and is undertaken at 
the rate of nineteen hundred dollars, by Merry Bracy, under 
the same roles, regulations and restrictions as the other con- 
tract, except that part of the labour which was required to be 
done under low water mark, and in the mode of payment. _ 
We deem it unnecessary to make further statements, as thir 
will be handed in by one of our board, who can add such in- 
6rmation as the subject may require.

In compliance with the provisions of an act of the Genes- 
al Assembly, passed in June 1822, authorising the Governor, _ 
Lieutenant Governor and Daniel Burnett, or either of them, to 
purchase inthe name of the State of Mississippi, two half _ 
quarter sections of Jand therein described, adjoining the town 
of Jackson, I attended the sale of public lands in the town 
of Jackson, in November last, and in conjunction with the 
Lieutenant Governor, ptirchased the same, at the price of one 
dollar and twenty-five cents an acre. Although no patents 
have as yet been received from the General Land Office for 
this land, it is presumed that the title to it, inthe State, may 
be considered indisputable. 1 would respectfully suggest to 
the General Assembly, the propriety of having a portion of 
this land, laid off in lots of not less than five, nor more than 
ten acres each, and to authorise their sale as soon as it may 
be deemed expedient. This measure would not only be a 
mean of re-imbursing the State, with a considerable profit for 
the expense incurred in the purchase of the land and laying 
it off in lols, but would afford the citizens of Jackson an op- 
portunity of situations, from whence they might draw ample , 
supplies of every species of vegitables necessary for the com- 
forts and convenience of life; and which at present the con- 
tracted limits of their town lots, render impracticable for 
them to procure, except from fhe very scanty and precarious 
supplies, sometimes furnished by an extremely scarce sure 


rounding settlement.

Sir—tIn obedience to the 7th and 10th sections ef an act 
of the General Assembly, passed the 18th June, 1822, enti- 
tled “An act, concerning the appointment of Treasurer and 
Auditor of Public Accounts,” I have the honor to hand you, 
to be laid before the General Assembly, the following report. 

Statement A exhibits a general account of the receipts and 
expenditures of the ‘Treasury, from the Ist day of November, 
1822, to the 31st day of December, 1823, both days inclu- 
sive, shewing'the balance now in the Treasury-to be $9,232 89. 

Statement B exhibits alist of balances due to and from the 
State, at this time. 

The taxes due from the several counties for the year 1893, 
svhich does not fall due till the first Monday of January ensu- 
ing, and which have not been included in the list of balances 
due the State, will amount to about $24,000 00. The, a- 
mount which is supposed tobe good on the old accounts, is 
about $7,000 00, making an aggregate amount of $31,000 00; 
to which add the balance now inthe Treasury of $9,232 89, 
will shew the resources of your Treasury for the ensuin 
year to be about forty (sousand two hundred and thirty-two 
dollars and eighiy-nine cents, $40,232 89. 

When we take into consideration the sum which has not yet 
been refunded to the proper counties on account of the Literas 
ry Fund Tax, which is $2,870 96 1 4, the balance of the 
appropriation for opening and improving the navigation of 
Pearl River, and not yet drawn from the Treasury, of 
$1,000 00, and that the printing of the Revised Code is not 
yet complete, leaves the Auditor to conjecture a large sum on , 
that account, which when added to the general and ordinary 
disbursements of the;years past, will swell the probable ex-. 
penditures of the ensuing year to from forty to fifty thousand 
dollars, which will shew a probable deficit for that year of 
from one to ten thousand dollars; in which case, the Auditor 
being required by law to suggest such plans as he may- deem 
advisable for improving or increasing the revenue, the Audi- 
tor being aware of the pressure of the times, that the poorer 
class of citizens are much difficultied to pay the present ess . 
timate of taxes, would respectfully, and with due deference to- 
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the wisdom of the General Assembly, recommend an inetessë 
of tax on all the present subjects of taxation, with the excep- 
tion of the white polls, as may appear absolutely and in- 
dispensably necessary for the support of government. With 
these remarks,

Jackson, January 12th, 1824. 

I return to the House of Representatives, a Bill, entitled 
“An act, for the relief of Betsy Ann Landrum,” for the recon- 
sideration of the Legislature. 

Because ample provision is made for allsuch cases as the 
one embraced by the Bill under consideration; by the 66th 
section ofan act, entitled ‘tan act, fot the punishment of 
crimes and misdemeanors:” passed on the 14th of June, 1822. 
By that act, itis enacted that, “whosoever shall apprehend 
and take one or more persons guilty of any offence punishable 
with death, by this act, and prosecute him, her, or them to 
conviction, shall for every such offender so convicted, receive 
after such conviction, a warrant on the Treasury of the State, 
for the sum of one hundred dollars, on producing a certificate 
to the Auditor of Public Accounts, from the Court before whom 
such felon, or felons shall be convicted.’ It would there- 
fore seem, that nothing more was necessary to entitle Betsey 
Ann Landrum to the reward of one hundred dollars, than to 
have produced a certificate, “from the Court before whom the 
conviction was had ” to the Auditor of Public Accounts, that 
she had apprehended and prosecuted to conviction the said 
offender. And if, “for the informality of the certificate of 
conviction, the Auditor canvot audit the same,” it would only 
occasion a short delay, while a letter, pointing out the infor- 
mality, or insufficiency of the certificate, might be sent to the 
Clerk of the Court, before whom the conviction was had, for 
asuficient certificate. 
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2nd. Because, if a special law should be passed in every 
such case, where application should be made tor it, the g ne- 
ral taw on that subject world become a urie dead Jeticr, and 
every special case would cost the State m the consumption of 
the time of the Legi-lature, taken up m its passag more 
than the amount of the reward ; so that where the person ap- 
prenending and prosecuting to conviction such felon, would 
receive a reward of ohe hundred dollars, the State would 
incur the expense of not less than three hundred dollars.— 
And moreover, I hold it to be a souad political maxim, that 
Where any person has a claim on the State, founded ona 
general law, such claimant ought to comply with the requi- 
sites of the law, in order to obtain his claim; and that a special 
law ought to grant relief in such cases only, as are not eme 


braced by any general law.

Ta compliance with a resolution of the House of Representa- 
tives, of the 13th inst. requesting from the Executive ‘‘such in- 
formation as he may be in possession of relative to the improve- 
ment of the navigation of Big Black River.” Ican only state 
that, the act, appointing commissioners to open the navigation of 
that river, and prescribing their powers and duties, not having 
provided, that the commissioners should report their proceed- 
ings to the Executive, no report has been made by them. The 
only information, therefore, that I can give to the House of 
Representatives on that subject, is what I have received in 
conversation with one of the commissioners in relation thereto. 
That commissioner stated to me verbally; that the work was 
commenced at the mouth of the river; that all the trees and 
bushes were cut down near to the ground on both sides of the 
river, and cutin pieces; making a space clear of trees, includ- 
ing the river, of about eighty yards; that after progressing 
some distance up the river, the Mississippi rose so high as to 
back the water many miles up the Big Black, after which the 
trees, &c. could not be cut below the surface of the water, 
and those trees which fell in the river, could not be cut up, in 
consequence of their being entirely in the water. In this man- 
ner the work progressed up to the Red Bluffs, or Williams” 
ferry; that there were about twelve hundred dollars expend- 
ed from the mouth of the river-up to that place. What work 
has been done above Williams’ ferry or how the balance of 
the appropriation has been expended, I am altogether unin- 
formed. l bave understood that the commissioners made a 
report of their proceedings to the General Assembly, at their 
Jast session; of this however, I have no official information. 

This communication may be somewhat inaccurate, but so ` 
far as my recollection serves me, itis correct. I trust it will 
be received with that indulgence, which is due to a statement 
made from mere verbal information, received more than twelve 
months since, and never committed to writing.

That from the great distance our judges are 
compelled to travel, the quarter part of which is through a wil- 
derness, and along roads which cannot be kept in repair. 
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The consequence of which is, that our courts are frequently 
disappointed; and justice, aitnuugh not dumed, cannot be exe 
tended toa considerable nuinber of our-c:tizens. Therefore, 
your memorialists pray the adopte: of such measures as are 
best calculated to remedy the evils comp-uined of. Your me- 
morialists further represent, that there is a section of Eadian 
territory; situate on the east of Tom‘igtve river, ic longing to 


the Chickasaw nation, that in all probability could be pur- : 


chased, and thereby the disagreeable situation of that section 
of our State, in some measure alleviated. Though your me- 
morialists would further represent, that if it was possible to 
purchase a small portion of the Indian territory on the western
